Germany Intimates That the 
Conference Proposal Is Out 
of the Question. 



Would Lead to Constant Foreign 
Interference in Internal 
Affairs. 

Would Britain Arbitrate Irish 
Question or Russia Her 
Polish Troubles.

Berlin, June 3.— The Hague peace con- 
ference lias largely occupied public at- 
tention this week. The papers have 
freely contented on its doings. The news 
that it had really taken up the subject 
of international arbitration ('tune as a 
great surprise to many. The leading 
papers at first refused to believe it. 'Che 
Krcutz Zeitung, often the reflector of 
the views of the army ami upper circles, 
acknowledged that Sir Julian Pnunee- 
fote had played a clever game on M. De 
Stun!, and then declared that the idea of 
arbitration of such a sweeping nature 
as Great Britain proposed was unten- 
able und out of the question so far ua 
Germany was concerned, ns it would 
open the door to constant foreign inter- 
ference in the internal affairs of nations. 

The paper also doubts the correctness 
of the version making M. De Staul ac- 
cept the British proposal as it considers 
il would be going too far beyond the 
Czar's instructions. It also reminds 
Russia of her Poland and Finland, ami 
Great Britain her Irish question, and 
expresses belief that neither power is 
willing to accept in practice such a 
course as Sir Julian Paunccfote hits 
outlined. This article hits attracted 
much attention, anil it: is believed it re- 
flects the opinion of the government.

The foreign minister em- 
phatically told the Transvaal rcproaan 
tative that tin- wisest and best course 
for the Boer government was to make 
peace with Great Britain anil above all 
to speedily grant reforms. 

London, .rune 3.— The Pall Mull Ga- 
zette makes a forecast of the negotia- 
tion? between President Kruger and Sir 
Alfred Milner at Bloemfontuine, which 
it bases upon information obtained from 
a high olllcinl at Pretoria. 

President Kruger was prepared, with 
the concurrence of the burghers, to re- 
duce still further the term of residence 
necessary to the tjualificntKms of a voter, 
but ou an inconsiderate vote the upper 
raJvd allowed the Uitlanders to make a 
compromise on the education question, 
which will give an improved municipality 
to Johannesburg and grant to the Uit- 
landers a full measure of control over 
the police. 

Still the declaration in regard to the 
Gape "buys" and natives will hold 
good. President Kruger can iiupose 
upon them differential laws, which lie 
says the London convention gives him 
tin- right to do. The ipiestirm of the 
dynamite monopoly, the Ga/.ol.to says, 
will prove the hardest. 

SAILOItR' DESERTIONS. 

British Consuls Beport mi the Allure- 
ments at American Ports. 

London, June 3.— Admiral Kdwurd 
Field (retired) brought up in the House 
of Commons last month the question of 
"crimping" and the desertions of Brit- 
ish sailors, chiefly in American ports, the 
upshot being that the British consuls 
were requested to report on the subject, 
and an interesting blue hook was issued 
to-day, comprising the reports of the con- 
suls at New York, San Francisco, Phila- 
delphia, Baltimore and Portland, Ore., 
describing the operations of the boarding 
house keepers and shipping masters in 
alluring them to leave their ships. 

The general gist of the reports appears 
to be that the sailors desert in order to 
secure the higher rates of wages obtain- 
able in the American ports but that the 
number of desertions is decreasing.

Ottawa, June 3— The anti-alieu mining 
law of British Columbia is likely to lead 
to considerable friction with the United 
States authorities. Indeed, it i.s said 
that the United States government has 
already made formal protest to the -Do- 
minion in reference to the rneasore ou 
behalf of some two hundred American 
miners who have been deprived of theit- 
rights in the Atlin country. These min 
ers, it appears, took out Canadian min- 
ing licenses anterior to the adoption, of 
tin: alien law, and with these in their 
possession duly recorded their claims, 
which they found themselves suddju- 
ly deprived of rights to which they had 
egoily become entitled. In many cases 
these men held licenses from the Domin- 
ion government issued before it was dis- 
covered that Atlin was in British Co- 
lumbia, so that the federal authorities 
are directly interested in protecting 
them. The United States government 
maintains that it is not fair to these- 
men to invalidate their claims us has 
been done. Hon. Mr. Martin, who is 
regarded here as the iastigator of ihe 
law, exempted from its operation thaw 
who had taken out their licenses and re- 
corded their claims in good faith, there 
would have been no ground for the pres- 
ent objection. It would aot be a matter 
of surprise if under the circumstances 
the Dominion were to disallow the mea- 
sure.

s ' What We Have We'll Hold " 
Was American Preface 
to Arbitration. 



Absurd Additions Offered to 
Liberal British Proposition 
for Settlement. 



I!v Associated Press. 

London, Juno 3.— Tin? foreign office is- 
sued a parliamentary paper to-night giv- 
ing in detail the proceedings oC the joint 
high commission in Washington of Feb- 
ruary 18 relating to the British proposals 
for arbitration on the Alaskan boundary 
question. 

U says the I5riti«h commission ors pro- 
posed the immediate appointment of an 
arbitral tribunal to determine the- bound- 
ary between Alaska and Canada train 
the southernmost point of Prince of 
■Wales lslnml to Mount St. 131 hut, in lie- 
oordance with the Anglo-Uusaian treaty 
„t February 28, 1S'J5, the tribunal to 
consist of three jurists— one nominated 
bv tho I'rivy Council, one by President 
\ic-Kinley, and the third to be selected 
by the two nominees. The rules govern- 
ing the arbitrators were us follows: 

A— Adverse holding or prescnptiou 
<luring a period of 50 years shall make 
good the title. The arbitrators may re- 
gard exclusive political control of the 
district, as well as oettleuient therooi, 
suUicient to consUtuto adverse holding, 
or make prescriptive title. 

B— The arbitrators may recoffnize and 
give effect to the right of claims resting 
on any other ground valid according to 
international law or principles o£ Inter- 
national law that the arbitrators may 
deem applicable to the case which are 
not in contravention of rule A. 

C~ln determining the boundary, if the 
territory of one party shall be found by 
the tribunal to have been at the date of 
this treaty in occupation of the subjects 
or citizens of the other party, such effect, 
shall Ivo given to such occupation as 
reason, justice, the principles of Inter- 
national law and the equities of the case 
re rm ire. 

#ie other articles provide for meeting 
60 days after the printed articles are 
submitted; that all questions, including 
final judgment, shall be determined by a 
majority of all the arbitrators, the deci- 
sion if possible to bo rendered within 
three months of the close of arguments, 
and the employment of necessary assist- 
ance of scientific experts, each govern- 
ment to pay its own expenses, and the 
other expenses to be equally divided. 

The concluding article provided that 
the high contracting parties shall engage 
bo consider the result of the, proceedings 
.is n full, perfect and final settlement of 
all questions referred to the arbitrators. 

The Americans accepted the proposals 
as the basis of a readjustment, but pro- 
posed in addition to the Anglo-Russian 
treaty that the boundary should be de- 
fined in accordance with the Itusso- 
American treaty of cession, or the same 
sball be established by the tribunal 
under the rules hereinafter provided. 
The tribunal to consist of six impartial 
jurists of repute, three to be nominated 
iiy the Privy Councl and three by the 
('resident, of the United States. 

The Americans also proposal an 
amendment as follows: " In considering 
the question of the ' coast ' referred to 
in said treaties, it. is understood that the 
coast of the continent is intended, and 
that, all settlements on tide water settled 
under authority of the United States and 
under the jurisdiction of the United 
States at the date of this treaty shall 
remain within the territory and juris- 
diction of the United States" 

The commissioners regret that they me 
absolutely unable to accept the sug- 
gested modification to their proposition, 
because the suggested American tribun.'l 
did not provide :i tribunal which would 
necessarily in the possible evoni of dif 
ferences (if opinion linally dispose of the 
question and because the amendment 
respecting the "coast" was a marked and 
important departure from the rules of 
Hip Venezuelan boundary reference, 
which left nil such questions lo be fie "r- 
■mined by the tribunal; because the words 
added by the United States claim that 
effect should be given to their occupa- 
tion of land in British territory, which 
justice - , reason and the equities of the 
ease <h> not require. 

The commissioners also objected that 
the language with reference to "coast," 
was open to misconstruction and they 
were of opinion that it was useless lo 
further press the negotiations nt present 
and that they must refer the matter to 
their government for an exchange of 
views in respect to the constitution of 
Hie tribunal. 

The Americans enquired whether the 
British commissioners had considered 
the question of selecting an umpire from 
the American continent. The British 
members replied in the afftmalivo, lidd- 
ing that they thought it most, objection- 
able in view of the policy long main- 
tained and recently re-asserted by the 
government of the United States town ids 
other nations on said continent. The 
selection of an umpire by any such na- 
tion would not offer :i guarantee of im - 
partiality which was the first qualifica- 
tion requisite. 

Tim Americans then proposed to pro- 
coed lo settle the remaining subjects as 
they thought, it would be unwise to defer 
Adjustments so nearly concluded. Sev- 
eral subjects wen> so far advanced :is to 
assure the probability of a settlement. 
If, they contended, all differences except 
one could now be adjusted, would it tint

a settlement of all questions which might 
at nny time occasion acute controversy 
and even conflict. 

Washington, June 3.— It is learned at 
the state department that negotiations 
are now in progress at London, between 
Ambassador Ohoate and Lord Salisbury, 
in relation to the arrangement for ti 
modus vivendi to avert danger of liosti'e 
collision on the Alaskan border during 
the present season at least. It is ex- 
pected to resume the negotiations of the 
settlement of the whole boundary ques- 
tion when Sir Julian Pauncefote returns 
to Washington from The Hague. There 
is every* reason to believe the attempt 
to secure a modus vivendi will succeed, 
but the luisis cannot he disclosed at this

share their belief in its future. Popu- 
lation increases daily; substantial in- 
vestments by thoughtful, far-weeing men | 
are being made almost every day also; 
the advent of the newspaper those and | 
iruiny other equally certain signs indicate j 
I he future of the town to !>'■ assured. 

There are several hundred miners hero 
now, perhaps a thousand in nil, with 
their outfits, on their way to the Atlin 
district, to Klondike, or some other of 
I he newer gold centres, and each lay 
brings other Argonauts in from the out- 
side — for the railway company are thor- 
oughly fulfilling their pledges to main- 
tain prompt and reliable transportation 
of both people and freight. Oppou.Mits 
to tlie White Pass route have been ve-y 
active of late in the circulation of repfirts 
to the effect that the road was stalled 
that freight was piling up at tin- Sum- 
mit, and that the wagon road was dan- 
gerous and difficult. As a matter of fitet 
there is not, and has not been any 
blockade of freight — there could not be 
with the rapid forwarding that has been 
the rule of the road — and the wagon road 
is in as fine condition as any of the pret- 
ty drives leading from Victoria into tho 
country roundabout. It is a favorite 



run for the bicyclists, and ridable all 
the way, which gives a fair idea of its 
condition. 

Of course everything is now waiting 
for the opening of navigation, which is 
not far distant now. The lake is break- 
ing fast and accidents lo foolhardy trav- 
ellers are mutters of daily record.

Among the business to couie before the 
city council to-morrow night is a letter 
from Mr. Henry Croft, who in a so*ue- 

what lengthy communication eluhonUy's. 
.•U the request of Wednesday's special 
council meeting his proposal looking to 
the construction of a substantial stone 
and steel bridge over .lames Hay and the 
reclamation of the neighboring mud Huts. 
The proposition is in brief this: The city 
to give the principals represented by 
Mr. Croft an option until the 1st of 
January next, in order to secure the 
necessary capital. if the proposal be 
accepted, the city to furnish pro >f of 
clear Litle, arrange with property own- 
ers interested for a release of water- 
front rights, and give the company a 
lease for lifty years, with exemption 
from taxation of the James Hay tints, 
including all lands east of a line due 
.south of the west side of Government 
street, in exchange for which the ;otn- 
pany undertakes to build a Btoue and 
steel bridge of substantial character, 
with either masonry or metal piers tilled 
with concrete, the entire work lo lie com- 
pleted to the satisfaction of the city en- 
gineer, or on arbitrator mutually agreed 
upon, and the bridge to become the pro- 
peity of the corporation upon completion, 
lo be then after lighted and maintained 
by the city. At the same time the com- 
pany undertakes to fill in the flats tu a 
uniform height of four feet above higti 
water mark, to a point on a level with 
the west side of Government street, itil- 
izing the reclaimed area for recreation 
park purposes, with ornamental kioiks 
of one story at intervals along the west 
side of the bridge (with access from that 
structure), swimming and other baths, 
bicycle track and field i'or lacrosse, base- 
ball, cricket and other athletic sports, a 
first class theatre, a whiter garden, and 
a summer park laid out with Bower beds, 
shrubs and walks— the area being made 
the most perfect and complete pleisu.-e 
park in Canada. The area is proposed 
to be enclosed with an ornamental open 
fence, and the bridge is designed to be 
practically permanent and highly orna- 
mental as well as substantial. The sev- 
eral worlw in the event of the proposal 
being accepted, are to be commenced be- 
fore the 1 st of March next, with an ex- 
penditure of not loss- than $2. r )0,000 in 
the ensuing year, the city being at the 
same time required to arrange with the 
Dominion government so that the com- 
pany may he allowed to dredge Victoria 
harbor and utilize the mud so excavated 
for the lilling in of the lints— and the 
coiuiKiny of course having also sole 



rights in and control of the reclaimed 
area during the period of the lease. 

Several other items of business are in- 
dicated in a series of notices of motion 
adorning the City hall bulletin board, the 
majority of I hem products of yester- 
day. One of these notices stands in the 
name of Aid. Stewart, and is to the 
effect that the Mayor with Aid. Kins- 
man, Humphrey, MacGrcgor and Hry- 
don, form the municipal court of revision 
for the current year, which court opens 
on the 10th instant. Aid. Beckwith has 
also two notices on the list, the first if 
these being preliminary to the introduc- 
tion of a SL'0,000 loan by-law— the pro- 
posed loan being extended over a period 
of twenty years, and being for the pur- 
pose of acquiring park property in the 
northern portion of the city. The other 
is in the direction of amending the pres- 
ent building anil streets by-law.

ALIKN EXCLUSION ACT. 

An OtUiVr-a despatch suggests a possi- 
bility that the act excluding aliens from 
British Columbia pincers may be dis 
allowed. The grounds of disallowance, 
if it takes place, will be the injustice 
done to aliens by depriving them of 
rights uequired by them in good faith 
under the laws of the Dominion and the 
Province. It will be remembered that 
the Colonist urged with all the earnest- 
ness in its power that the province 
should keep good faith with aliens in 
this regard. If our advice had been 
taken there would have been no peg cn 
-which to hang u disallowance. The 
exclusive jurisdiction of the province to 
deal as it sees fit with its mines ill list 
be conceded. Indeed any interference 
with that power would not be tolerated, 
even by tho.-ie persons who may not agree 
with the policy of the provincial law. 
But the act in question works x forfeit- 
ure of certain rights acquired by aliens 
under the laws as they stood before the 
passing Vt the measure objected to, We 
do not believe the people of this prov- 
ince will be content to hafC its gold 
name dragged in the mire of repudiation, 
and the relations between Canada and 
the United States needlessly embittered 
because Mr. Attorney-General Martin 
chose to refuse to listen to the dictates 
of ordinary decency in dealing with 
'aliens, YfJio had come to live in the prov- 
ince. The people will know bow to dis*- 
cTj.mioate between standing out for tluir 
legal and constitutional rights and re- 
dressing a wrong - perpetrated without 
notice upon people who" were powerless 
to protect themselves.

The philosophy of this is that 
the great majority of poeple feel the need 
of leadership, and hence follow any lino 
pointed out to them by a man of coarige 
and determination. 

A common mistake is to concentrate 
our attention too much upon the results 
of our action. In the great majority of 
cases results are beyond our control. So. 
many factors enter into the determina- 
tion of every problem of living thai none 
of us is wise enough to foresee them all, 
or strong enough to control then-, if we 
did see them. A prominent nubile mm 
m the United States was asked what he 
thought was the greatest obstacle to suc- 
cess in his sphere of life. lie replied that 
it was the failure to take account of the 
fact that a great many people, just as 
able nnd just as honest as ourselves-, 
are striving to reach the same goal. Who 
has not seen the prettiest plans in poli- 
rjinn or business completely upset because 
some one, of whom we never thought, 
has been working to accomplish a simi- 
lar purpose? ' Hence the wisdom of doing 
what lies next to us in' the best possible 
inannner. "Whatsoever thy hand find- 
•>II, to do, that do with all thy might" 



is as good a business motto as ever was 
penned. To accomplish well that which 
we have to do is a result of itself. It 
may be all the result we will ever see 
in that particular line of effort. It was 
told of the late Sir Albert Smith that, 
when he became rich and distinguished, 
tin old friend said to another in his pres- 
ence: "The first, time 1 saw Smith, he 
blacked my boots in his father's hotel." 
"Well," replied Smith, "Didn't I blaek 
them well?" This incident exemplified 
the secret of Sir Albert's success. Never 
a brilliant man, he made a fortune and 
name for himself simply by doing well 
what he had to do, whether it was black- 
ing boots or administering a great puo- 
lic department. Some might say, as Mr. 
Ilill says of himself, that he was lucky, 
but he was simply thorough. Sir Jos- 
eph Porter, K.C.B., the ruler of the 
Queen's navee, was always a favorite 
because he illustrated the quality of 
thoroughness, as much as for any other 
reason. 

Given courage with honesty and fail- 
ure may be made the stepping stone to 
success, but neither "fair lady" nor any- 
thing else worth having wails for the 
faint heart. Cecil Rhodes affords a 
splendid example of the success which 
attends courage. It was written of him 
the other day. that "though his Char- 
tereds have never paid a dollar of divi- 
dends, his stockholders cheer him wlfen 
he asks for more millions, fit her men 
have though of a Cape to Cairo rail- 
way; but only Rhodes has dared to un- 
dertake it. When others were spec. tint- 
ing as to how Germany would regard 
his plans, Rhodes went to Germany and 
won over the Kaiser by the sheer force 
of his dauntless courage. 

The objeel of writing this way is not 
to suggest to Colonist readers that they 
should attempt continental railways, or 
plan great careers for themselves. It is 
to force home the thought that the utin 
we can count upon is to do aright that 
which we have to do now, leaving the re- 
sult to take care of itself. "Suutcient 
unto tlie day is the evil thereof." We 
have not the slightest idea what to- 
morrow's turn in the kaleidoscope of life 
will bring to us. Many who read these 
lines know what discouragement is. 
They know what it is to sec their best 
laid plans come to naught. This may have 
happen so often that they have concl'J I- 
ed that luck i:> against them. They may 
by the most honest examination of their 
own conduct fail to see wherein anything 
they have done has caused them to fail. 
The reason may lie wholly outside of 
their sphere of action. Another effort 
may meet with a far different result. The 
point which we want to make is that to 
have done a tiling well is in itself a re- 
ward of effort, and the consciousness of 
having done it is a source of profoind 
satisfaction. Very few indeed can hope 
to accomplish what the world culls great 
things; 1 : every one can make a record 
lor doing many small things well and 
after all this is what makes up a suc- 
cessful life. The great achio.vineut 
may be the result of accident. When 
the opportunity comes it frequently taken 
the first man in the way, and he may be 
a very poor sort of a person. It is 
work honestly nnd courageously done 
from day to day, minor responsibilities 
faithfully discharged that make up the 
successful life, and it is the type of char- 
acter developed thereby which alone we 
can hope to carry with us beyond lint 
mysterious veil, which hides the- future. 
The lesson of the whole matter is three- 
fold. It is that to do thoroughly and 
courageously that which lies next our 
hand to be done is the nearest thing 
possible to a guarantee of great rosalift, 
although they may lie very different to 
what we anticipate; that such a line of 
conduct brings its own reward with it. 
it' not in satisfaction at least in (lie ab- 
sence of self-reproach, which is the bitter- 
est of all punishments; and that it is the 
lies' possible preparation for tlie fu'.ure, 
no matter what the nature of that futa.-e 
may be, and whether it is in this world 
or another.

Iw'provOlHOnts proposed by Mr. Sorby in 
Victoria Harbor, also an. -abstract of his 
description of the work. This will give 
Victoria people an opportunity to study 
rne matter for theiiHolvOK. It calls for 
a groat deal of study, and with the ut- 
most respect for Mr. Sorby, it is right to 
say that the views of men of greater 
practical experience than he must be 
obtained before the city is asked to com- 
mit itself to his proposals. It would be 
extremely unwise to plunge into a scheme | 
involving millions without fuller informa- 
tion than the citizens have at present 
before them. 

The sub-committee which examined 
into the probable sources of revenue, 
have reached a conclusion that Mr. 
Sorby's estimates are not excessive, al- 
though the present harbor charges might 
be reduced with advantage. We are not 
as much impressed as some with the idea 
that the project is ahead of the city's re- 
quirements. If the harbor is to be im- 
proved, the plan ought to he on lines that 
will be likely to meet the requirements 
of the future. At present we perhaps do 
not need any greater accommodation 
ths-n we have; but tuls sort of an argu- 
ment applies to every suggested improve- 
ment. It applies to the Port Angeles 
connection. We do not need any better 
communication than we have at present 
with that town. We may need better 
communication in the future. Victoria 
is not likely to remain as she is now 
the matter of continental connection, and 
the development of the resources of .the 
Island will undoubtedly also increase her 
commercial importance. Therefore we 
have something to gain, by having harbor 
facilities available, which will induce 
vessels to make this their port. Experi- 
ence hhous that trade tws lo tile UorUt 



best able to caro for it. For this reason 
we feel able to endorse Mr. Sorby's gen- 
eral proposition that the better the har- 
bor the more the trade of the city. It is 
very desirable indeed that Victoria 
should bo made if possible the entrepot 
of commerce, for the disbursements in 
connection therewith are great, even if 
the commerce only is handled here in 
transit. 

In speaking of Mr. Sorby's project to- 
day, we desire to deal with it from the 
standpoint of practical business as an 
engineering work. In an interview with 
Sir James Poole printed elsewhere in to- 
duy's paper, thai . gentleman, who 
is a member of the Board of 
Harbor Commissioners for Liver- 
pool, lays great stress upon the 
necessity of having ttic advice of men 
accustomed to shipping, the handling of 
large quantities of goods and transporta- 
tion matters generally, also of those who 
are closely in touch with the progress 
being constantly made in shipbuilding 
and the prospective changes in the 
methods of handling vessels and cargoes. 
Mistakes in harbor making are about as 
expensive as any that can be made. 
Before venturing to endorse any scheme, 
no matter from what source it may 
emanate, it is highly important that the 
citizens should have expert opinion as 
to tlie utility of the scheme after it is 
carried out, and perhaps we ore not 
doing an injustice to any one in Victoria 
when we say it. would be desirable either 
to have the views of experts from other 
places, or to appoint a commission of our 
own people to visit other places and look 
into other harbor improvements, before 
wo commit, ourselves to any plan. 

Further information is also needed on 
the subject from the standpoint of engi- 
neering. We do not believe any one 
will pretend to be able to estimate the 
cost of the proposed improvements within 
a million or more. So many factors en- 
tering into the calculation are uncertain 
that the most careful calculation from 
data known to any one must be at most 
only an approximation. We frankly 
concede Unit Mr. Sorby's opinion on this 
point is probably more valuable than 
that of any other person, but we do not 
understand that he claims to have elim- 
inated till chance of serious error in his 
calculations. Any one. who takes a. walk 
in the outskirts of the city, must set- how 
utterly impossible it '.s for the most 
skilled engineer to arrive at any satisfac- 
tory conclusion as to w hat is covered up 
by water and mud in this harbor. Hence 
there is no means of knowing how much 
rock will have to hi- removed, and as a 
large item of the cost is the removal of 
rock, it is evident that one element-wind 
a very important one— in the calculation, 
must remain for the present uncertain. 
Another feature of the plan is that the 
harbor is to be emptied of water. At 
present we have no information as to the 
probable amount of water running into 
the harbor from springs. The amount 
may not be large, but there is more or 
less of it. and this would have to be 
pumped out. We do not suppose that 
Mr. Sorby is able at present to say posi- 
tively whether a sufficient foundation 
can be got for his temporary dam with- 
out a much larger expenditure than he 
contemplates. This can only be tuscer- 
tttined by a series of borings. 

We mention these matters us some of 
the difficulties lying upon, the very sur- 
face of the sclienlc, which must be grai>- 
pbd with and removed before the citi- 
zens are invited to give the matter con- 
sideration at the polls. A harbor com- 
mission is to be appointed. It will doubt- 
less take this scheme up aud give it tbfl 
best consideration. The federal govern- 
ment can probably be counted upon to 
make BUfllcieut appropriations for a 
thorough examination of the harbor with 
the view of determining what improve- 
ments will cost. Until this has been 
dune, the question may very well remain 
in abeyance. Mr. Sorby deserves great 
c redit Cor the energy ami courage which 
he has devoted to this business. We 
feel that he has placed his ffdow-towns- 
rueu under an obligation. This article 
is not to be ttmlerstocHl as throwing cold 
Water upon his efforts, but us intended 
to point out now 111 Ule in„liun«« of the 
agitation certain things which must )-,. 
cleared Up before the people of Vi«f l0 ria 
are in a position to arriVO U % Wwiness- 
like conclusion in regard «'v it.

Cheap TraTelling on Upi>er Yukon 
StopiK'd by Order From the Coast. 

From the Seattle Post-Intelligencer. 

The steamer Humboldt arrived In port 
yesterday uiorulng wltli the news of a 
reckless rate war which lias broken out 
between ttie steamboat companies operating 
on tlie Upper 1'ukuu. 

Tile story is perfectly authentic, of licit! I 
advices having beeu received at the offices 
of several of the companies interested. But 
it Is bard to understand where the benefit 
lrum a cut could come in to any one 
line when there were upwards of 1,500 peo- 
ple waiting ut Bennett to go to Dawson 
uy the first boats. 

Tlie llrst move leading up Id t lie present 
trouble was made about three weeks ago 
by Capt. S. S. Bailey, of the Bennett it At- 
lla Lake Company, which owns and In- 
tends I" operate the steamer S. S. Bailey 
between Bennett and White Horse Rapids. 
Copt. Bailey was not satisfied with the 
slinre of prospective business his boat was 
getting, and cut the price lo JU0 from Ben- 
nett to Dawson, without meals, relying up- 
on some other tioat to prelect his traffic 
from White Horse down. The other com- 
panies were not pleased ut this, but felt 
that they eould aitord to lot Capt. Bulley 
take all tlie business his boat could handle 
at tlmt price, Then somebody else made 
a cut. Tills seems to have caused tlie lo- 
cal oftlcluls of tin- Canadian Development 
Company :it Bennett to lose their lien 
completely— for they cut ihe rate to S 
from Bennett to Dawson. Cnpt. Ball 
thereupon quoted n $."> rati- ami Intimated 
that lie would make It S'J.50 before he would 
give In. 

When the $10 rate was quoted by the Ca 
niiillaii Development Company at Bake 
Bennett, there was a wild rush for tickets 
for every one had been expecting to pay 
$100 for the same service. The news was 
wired to Skugwny, and Ihe town prepared 
to leave fur Dawson. The Canadian De- 
velopment Company's office was crammed 
\kith buyers ami the sidewalks in front 
blocked by them. Two hundred anil llft.v 
tickets have been sold at the cut rule at 
tin' sailing time of tin- Humboldt. 

A careful analysis of the matter seems 
to show, however. Hint It will not be lust- 
Ing. R. T. Billot, secretary of (he Cana- 
dian Development Company,, arrived In the 
city this morning and made I lie following 
statement : 

'•The cut mnde By the ofttelalB of the 
Cnmidhiu Development Company at Bake 
Bennett was u direct breach of orders. 
Instructions from the board of directors, 
putting rail's buck to tie- former sched- 
ule have been despatched to Skagway In 
such peremptory form as will admit of no 
temporizing or disobedience. And for the 
remainder- of the season p.iKSeugers going 
by the Cn nud Inn Development Company's 
bouts will pay the full tarlflt rate, us. If 
Unfile Is to be carried at u loss, the di- 
rectors are perfectly willing that their 
competitors secure tiie whole of It. The 
object of our business Is to secure a profit, 
and If no business offers III profitable 
rates we will k'> without. We rely oil the 

class of our bouts and tb npleteness 

of our equipment and service as being 
such as tu gain us n shun- of the trade 
nt a fair living rale. There will be no cut 
in rales nt tile Const agencies." 

The rate of Sloo from Bennett to Daw- 
sen Including meals and berth. lias, 
therefore, been restored by the Canadian 
I leveloptnenl Company, which, with its 
nine big boats, ls the strongest on the 
upper river. 

The Upper Yukon Company raised Its 
rate on the news from ?7. r , to $811. not In- 
cluding meals. The Belilii'tl Bake & 
Klondike Navigation Company,' followed 
suit resterdny, nud raised Its rule on the 
news from $75 to SSO, not Including uienls. 
These are the only three companies which 
operate bouts both above and below White 
Horse rapids, or who cun sell a through 
ticket from J'uget Sound and British Co- 
lumbia ports to Dawson, or from Bennett 
to Dawson, via the upper liver. 

( apt. Bailey, for Instance, who started 
tlie trouble, has placed no tickets on sale 
In Seattle. He offers an agreement to 
furnish passengers transportation below 
While Horse on some boat not specified, 
In e.oimection with his own Isiat. He 
agrees to send it passenger B02 miles for 
s.'i: and -lot of these miles must be on nn- 
olber man's steamer; for which service the 
oiher man must be paid, presumably out of 
Capt. Bailey's pocket. 

it does not seem likely that Capt. Bailey 
or anv of the oilier owners of Individual 
boats" Mill keep up the cutting business 
very long. There are not enough of them 
to materially reduce the earnings of the 
three big companies, no mutter what rate 
they quote. And the throe big companies 
have determined to maintain the rate here- 
tofore quoted. 

The rate war may therefon 
ered us practically ov« 
panics cannot, of eour 
appreciably lower than that maintained 
BV their heavier rivals, since they would 
thereby do nn harm, save to themselves.

Victoria has a novel automatic tide 
gauge u ud barometer now iu operation 
ou the government wharC that will in 
course of time, or just so soou as its 
valuable records ure available and can 
be used for study, bring the science of 
weather forecasting down to a degree it 
has not heretofore utfiiiued. The appar- 
ently simple little instrument is housed 
iu the reiu of the old custom house. 
Every effect produced on the water by 
tlie churning of a steamer's propeller, or 
still less, by the slightest wave, is shown, 
sometimea by a line aa if nervously 
drawn, sometimes by a very irregular 
line, according to the effect. 

A few days ago n representative of 
the Colonist called on Mr, Napier Uetn- 
sou, the inventor ut this instrument, 
who kindly explained to hint must min- 
utely not only its mechanism, hut. the 
wonderful results obtained from its 
records, which are opening up new litids 
for scientific research, The origin of 
this device is most interesting. Three 
years ago the inventor's attention was 
drawn to a curious regular rise and fall 
of the water iu tlie Great bakes, often 
amounting to six inches and more iu 
shallow bays ami mouths of rivers with 
marked time Intervals of about llu min- 
utes- As it was found these were well 
marked during line weather before ap- 
proaching storms, Mr. Deuisou was per- 
mitted by the director of the Dominion 
meteorological service to devise and set 
up a simple automatic gauge at Toronto, 
tlie records from which, when studied 
with the synoptic weather charts, proved 
conclusively that the surface of the 
lakes were broken into long undulations 
hours before the storm appeared or the 
wind hud increased. This led to a paper 
by the investigator entitled, "The Ureal 
hakes as a Sensitive Barometer," in 
which he shows these lake undulations 
are caused by the action ot tlie contend- 
ing masses of air several miles over- 
head, which set up huge atmospheric 
waves whose influence extends down 
wards to the bottom of our " aerial 
ocean," where they form small undula- 
tions upon the lake's surface, which be- 
come magnified when they reach shallow 
water. 

This theory has been well received in 
the scientific world, and has led to its 
author receiving many encouraging 
tcrs, includiug ones from Prof. Darwin 
and Lord Ifcayleigh. To prove the actual 
existence of these atmospheric waves, 
Mr. Ueuisoii constructed a self-record 
iug barometer twenty times more sensi- 
tive than the ordinary oues, and set it 
up at tlie Toronto observatory. This 
clearly demonstrated that the atmos 
phere is never ut rest, but disturbed by 
waves varying Iroiu the smallest ripple: 
to huge billows whose crests are several 
miles apart. In order to show the direct 
action of the air waves upon the lake's 
surface, an instrument similar to th 
one installed here was devised uiul se 
uj) iu Toronto. It consists of a cylinder 
three feet long making oue revolution 
every '2± hours by means of clockwork, 
upon which is placed the recording sheet 
Upon this rest two automatic pens, oue 
being by menus of a special line and 
mechanism connected with a lioat on the 
lake, and the other with a lloat which 
rests on a column of water, being part 
of a huge air barometer, which to pre- 
vent changes of temperature is buried 
six feet in the ground. This was com- 
pleted in time for its author to prepare 
a paper and bring the whole matter be- 
fore the recent 'IWonto meeting of the 
British Association, where it was well 
received and personally commented upon 
by l^ord Kelvin. lie was then imt- 
luittcd to study the ocean tidal secondary 
undulations from the Canadian Atlantic 
tidal records, and was able after many 
mouths of close work to prove that 
these also are due to .lUUospheric waves 
aud in his published report recently sent 
to England, several points of great 
meteorological importance, oik; of these 
being that the undulations (us also 
shown upon the lakes) are most pro 
nouueed at a station during line weather 
and a high barometer when u severe 
storm is approaching from the south 
west. 

When tlie Dominion government de- 
rided to start a brunch weather fore 
casting station in this province, Mr. 
Denison was chosen to carry on this 
most ditllcnlt and complex task, in con- 
nection with Mr. Uaynes Keed, who has 
been well known as the observer here 
for years, on account of his varied ex- 
perience in Canada and abroad. He 
holies very shortly to put Ibis instrument 
into practical use, \>y publishing daily, 
not (inly the current time and height of 
high and low water, hut for several days 
in advance, which will certainly be 
greatly appreciated by nil the local 
mariners. Many readers doubtlcs 
think that the tides rise and full steadily 
This is clearly not the case, for as you 
stand and watch the pen upon this In- 
strument, you are surprised to see it rist 
an inch or two in about ten minutes, 
then fall again a little less than flood, or 
more when ebbing. This changes the 
primary tide into a series of small un- 
dulations, which are technically called 
" secondaries." One would naturally 
infer these were caused by the great 
Pacific ground swell, but are forced to 
abandon such an idea when informed 
that the longest ocean wave yet meas- 
ured takes less than a minute to pass a 
fixed point. Then again it is most inter- 
esting to watch the pen record the in- 
stant any vessel approaches the entrance 
to the harbor. It is for the express pur- 
pose of studying these undulations which 
exist in both tlie aqueous and atmos- 
pheric oceans that this instrument has 
been installed upon this coast, and from 
what has already beeu shown by the 
other upon the Great Lakes, it is ex- 
pected these observations will throw 
much light upon the existence and future- 
course of the great winter storms, hours 
before the ordinary barometer along tlie 
coast respond i..

BURNING THE BLACKS 



Recent Visitor Narrates the 
Fiendish Proceedings in 
Southern States. 



The deliberate narrator who comes af- 
ter the reporter uud the correspondent, 
nays a writer in The New York Even- 
ing Post, and tries to set down upon 
paper, without their power of rapid, gen 
eralizution and speed of utterance, what 
really takes place in a small community 
in the south when a negro is burned at 
tlit' stake is met at once by the hind- 
rance of truth itself, which at such times 
refuses to come into the domain of the 
utterablc. Nobody bus dared to describe 
a modern burning with its communal as- 
pects as carefully and accurately as the 
old writers have described the auto da fe 
of ceuturit-H ago. Shame and pity run 
together into reticence in our day. The 
nineteenth century sits heavy upon our 
lips. The recital is an indictment of man 
himself. It is not easy to suborn the 
Saxon tongue to the work. Barbarism 
has its usances and subtleties, which de- 
fy the gracious vocabulary of Christian- 
ity, In all those communities where 
these unspeakable things have been done 
there have been persons not only of acute 
sensibilities, but of a secure and serene 
faith in the general benignity of tha 
scheme of the universe. Some of tin' 
organized affection and tenderness of 
these upright lives has gone out into 
their relations to the race, and "u 11 was 
well with the world." Such persons have 
heard at times the tocsin of diabolism 
suddenly sounded. They have shut their 
eyes and Stopped their ears. But, the 
dames of passion have come through 
their lids, and the demoniac yells of men 
have. bored their way into their souls. 

Out of such dire experiences these 
persons have come soul-shocked but re- 
ticent, not unlike those sneers of the 
night 'n-ho wake from apocalyptic dreams 
with the unspeakable in their faces and 
■,'o about forever after troubled and sil- 
ent. They have caught a glimpse iu 
some Tartarian dark of the forbidden, 
and have learned that it is also the act- 
ual. From thtit point in their lives "all 
was not so well with the world." 

To -rrrite the story of a southern mob, 
one must deal with the suject rather 
than the object, if one would know just 
where t«t» dime and outrage are, and 



to do this one must write with a full 
sense of his obligations to the sensibili- 
ties of the nineteenth century. If we 
stand tiptoe in our imaginations and try 
to look backward over the historic page, 
man's insensate cruelty bothers us. It 
is wholly incomprehensible and sicken- 
ing to the developed intelligence. What 
then must be the actual revival of it to 
[hat Intelligence?

| The writer of this article happened to 
1 be stopping in a southern town when 
one of these deeds of shame occurred. 
He was staying with a small family .is 
; a guest. The adults were intelligent, 
! God-fearing persons of the kindliest na- 
1 tares, humbly active in good work, wide- 
i ly respected, and making that kind of 
i a home which one oftenest finds in mid- 
! die life, and, in which some kind of sun- 
I shine seems' to radiate from the ch.irac- 
! ters themselves. All at once there came 
the news of*an atrocious crime comtnit- 
| ted by a negro. The heinousness and the 
I ferocity of the act were such as to in- 
! dicate the demonism or the insanity of 
I a rude nature suddenly possessed by un- 
j governable pwsiou. In the family where 
j 1 was the circumstance was guardedly 
j alluded to as an incidental exhibition of 
crime not at all peculiar to the region; 
I an exhibition of elemental savagery that 
coiiBtantly takes place in the very centres 
! of civilization, and is only to be met by 
the accreting power of intelligence on 
the one hand and law and order on the 
other. All this goes without saying, 
among men ami women who have been 
laughl to lean up confidently against the 
abstract majesty of civilization itself. 
Hut I very soon perceived that my 
friends and their neighbors in all their 
allusions to what was an important 
event in that: community betrayed an ap- 
prehoiiKiou that 1 did not understand un- 
til twenty-four hours Inter. 

i JOINT; TO BURN HIM. 
While we were at breakfast a neigh- 
bor's wife broke in upon us and cried 
out excitedly, ''They've got him — they've 
got him," 'Hid then as suddenly disan- 
peaied. 1 saw her through the window 
running from hoit.se to house, dishe/elled 
by tin' eagerness of her tidings. The 
effect of the announcement in our group 
was peculiar ami instant. The mother of 
the family was staring at her husband, 
with a frightened, facial inquiry, ami 
he was palpably trying to avoid her eye. 
.Suddenly he jumped up, without a word 
of explanation, and made for the doo", 
but before he had turned the knob his 
wife had leaped after him, and had hsr 



arms around him. "For the love of God," 
she said, "stay here with me and the 
boys,." His reply echoed her apprehen- 
sion without answering it, "They mustn't 
do it— they mustn't do it." anil he was 
gone. 'Hie woman entirely ignored me 
for a moment. Her first thoughts were 
of i er two boys who were at the f .able. 
"Go up stairs to your room," bIio said 
peremptorily, and they obeyed her as 
if some inscrntahled anger had beset the 
hou ehold. Then she went to the south 
windows and began pulling the grc?n 
blinds t.' and hooking them, but not he- 
ron I had caught a glimpse of our neigh- 
bor.-: hurrying down the road. It all 
[lashed upon me then in an instant. But 
oven if it had not I would not have bee'i 
left in ihe dark very long, for presently 
another neighbor's wife put her head in, 
her face already congested with excite- 
ment, and shouted, "Come on, they're go- 
ing to burn him!" 

THE PREPARATIONS. 
As 1 left thai house i carried with me 
an impression of a frightened woman 
barricading herself in her own retreat, 
not indeed to escape from some strug- 
gling and half-demented miscreant, but 
to protect her self and her boys from her 
. own race. I hurried down the road in 
| the direction of the courthouse, some 
i kind of trepidation repeating over and 
over in me the words of my friend, "It 
must not be it must not be." I had to 
pass the little white Methmlist church 
perched on a small knoH, and there were 
three or four negro women, poor, half- 
arrayed creatures, pounding on the door 
with their fists. One was down on her 
knees praying incoherently — others were 
hurrying up the knoll. With the medi- 
aeval instinct they were making 
straight for a house of refuge. Not far 
beyond was a schoolhouse set in shade 
bushes, the patches of lungworth mak- 
ing a purple mass in the sweet spring 
sunlight, all about the door. The school- 
mistress, bareheaded, was running 
across the field, and far ahead of her 
were her runaway hoys racing toward 
the courthouse, This incident stopped 
mi' for :i moment, and 1 half turned 
about with a qualm, not unlike seasick- 
ness, and just then the distant shouts 
of men, mingled with the shriller notes 
of the boys, wore borne to me, and the 
mere gravitation of curiosity hurried 
me on . 

As I passed through the streets I no- 
ticed that some of the householders 
were hurriedly closing their shutters, 
and the places ordinarily animate with 
life looked mate and frightened, It re- 
minded me of the shopkeepers in Paris 
and Constantinople, who hasten to bar- 
ricade their places of business when 
there conies a rumor of a street fracas. 
Hut none of these householders appre- 
hended any personal danger. They were 
in fact pulling down their domiciliary 
veils, so as not to see or to be seen, just 
as does the sensitive girl when her mo- 
desty or her fears give the alarm. 

BRUTAL SCENES. 
Iu n very Hhort. space of time the con- 
sciousness of an impending horror had 
seized upon the whole town. I found 
myself in a mob of rough men, men in 
butternut, naunt, sallow, hard-jawed 
men, and in the con ire the victim. 
From this nucleus extended concentric 
circles of agitated people, racing round 
in eddies, some of them Buying, "It must 
not be," eagerly and helplessly; others 
shouting out. "Bum him— bum him." 
Here and there a pale-faced womnn, 
swept here by some force that, she could 



nut comprehend, staring up into the 
spring sky as if God would surely in- 
terfere at the proper moment, on tic- 
count of her nerves, and put a stop to 
it. 

But God did not interfere. The clank 
of a heavy ox-chain, mingled with oaths 
and laughter, sharply marked each 
strophe of this infernal preparation, 
ami presently the victim came march- 
ing tit the head of a motley column, 
the whole town sweeping in at: his 
heels. The one glance I caught of him 
showed him to be a Drawny brute, very 
littlc removed above the status of an 
animal, but an agony of fear was al- 
ready transforming him from that 
which had been at least a semblance of 
humanity. The shirt-collar round his 
neck was sodden with blood flowing 
from n wounded face. One eye had 
been struck out, and the other rolled 
and gleamed with protuberant agony 
and fright, emitting a baleful light as 
it swept over the faces of his torment- 
ors in dumb, wandering search for some 
look of human pity. During the two 
minutes that I saw this ghastly and 
revolting figure, it was struck twice in 
the face by missiles thrown from, the 
crowd, and both blows elicited shouts, 
of exultation. I confess Unit the sight I 
completely unmanned me. Shame and 
an immeasurable upwelling reproach 
made me sick, and I had to hold fast to a j 
friendly tree for a moment. 

LIKE A HOLIDAY. 

While I clung there a mob of men, 
women and children swept past me 
that only Dante could have described. 
The human phantasmagoria was made 
up of affrights of terror and drunken 
ghouls. All the basest impulses of the 
insensate demon who boasts that he is 
made in God's image seemed to have 
burst into an emotional debauch. Some- 
where, somebody with a venerable face 
and white flowing hair was making a 
feeble effort from the tail of a cart, for 
law and order. Between him and the 
surging crowds there v/ore centuries of 
separation. Stive a half-score of pale, 
determined men, who stood near him 
trying helplessly to represent society 
itself in this crisis of deviltry, no one 
gave the slightest heed to him. It watt 
a foregone conclusion that once start- 
ed, this orgy must sweep to its dire 
finish, and most of these spectators 
wanted to have a place at the spectacle. 
Men with vehicles were selling seats. 
Boys, both black and white, were call- 
ing to each other as on a holiday, and 
women, with their faces distorted by an 
obscene curiosity were lifted up on 
boxes and barrels that they might see 
the disfigured features of the human 
animal as it passed. In this temporary 
delirium all rational priMM'sses wore 
suspended. Man had agglomerated and 
transformed hirsself into a pack of rabid 
wild beasts. 

I ilid not. see the actual burning, be- 
cause my nerves revolted, but I fol- 
lowed the crowd to the place. And 
now my pen refuses to repeat what I 
there heard. In their unleashed rago 
of vengeance, these men mutilated their 
victim before they burned him; they 
pressed up close to the flame and gloat- 
ed over the convulsive writhings and 
cheered his agony as if every additional 
pang were a pleasure to them, and they 
hung over the embers and calcined bonea 
as if the excitation of their miserable 
emotions had enchnined them to the spot. 
Then, when there was no more of the 



pour quivering flesh to feel their \»in- 
sions, they hung Uieir heads, and slunk 
away. 

AT THE CHURCH DOOlt 
i On my return from that scene I found 
myself suddenly iu front of the little 
church again. Its doors were open 
and the sound of prayer came like a 
murmur from the inside. But for the 
tirst tine in my life the house of God, 
as the people called it, wore to me an 
inexpressible air of impotence. As I 
turned the corner of the street, tile 
cupolu of the court-house came in signt, 
and on it was Hying the banner of the 
republic. 1 thought it wore for the tirst 
time a monstrous Aristophanic irony, us 
it lazily unfolded itself to the spring sun- 
shine iu graceful uudulutions. 1 was 
sensible of a new desiie to go away some- 
where and hide my genus among the 
kindly beasts of the held. This strange 
complex of devil and angel that we call 
a man somewhere in his life shudders to 
look himself in the face. 

For scverau days after this mob mur- 
der the town hung its head down. 
There was no repentance in it, nor re- 
morse; the reaction was sullen, gruff and 
defiant. Some few irrepressible brag- 
garts, who had in a measure recovered 
from their fiendishness, undertook the 
easy eoudonement of their own fury by 
the alleged necessity of protecting their 
wives and homes. One simply wondered 
if men who delight in torture and give 
way to the foulest gratification of pri- 
vate vengeance are the best protectors of 
women. 

One such experience iu a lifetime is 
enough. The scar of it remains in the 
memory forever like an infernal tattoo. 
The original wound reached very deep, 
to the dividing asunder of soul and spirit 
and of the joints and marrow. Some 
twitches of it will come back through 
the years starting the flashes of that far- 
away hell-light that played about those 
distorted faces and then the old sickness 
passes again across the soul, as one hears 
voices from afar, in other lands, where 
other blacks are being torn to pieces, and 
the Hag is Hying over it nil. 
But as Whittier once said: 

Still sits the schoolhouse by the road, 
road, 

A ragged beggar sunning; 
Around it still sumachs grow. 
And blackberry vines are running. 

And somewhere, on hundreds of knolls 
are the little entireties, where, if you 
listen, you may hear the voces of a far- 
nwny faith repeating the old formula: 
"Beareth all things, believeth all things, 
hopeth all things, endureth nil tilings."

Suicides Born of Desperation 
Cold and Starvation Claim 
[Many Victims. 



Grim indeed are the tragedies marking, 
like milestones, the Edmonton route to 
the Klondike, on which perhaps a 
thousand or more people started full of 
hopes a year or two ago, but which has 
not yet delivered one of those who trust- 
ed to it at the northern gold fields. In- 
stead of finding the gold that lured them 
to the northernmost West, they have 
found disappointment or death — no one 
can say how many suffered the latter 
fate. 

All yesterday the putrty of escapees 
from the horrors of the trail who come 
down l>y the Danube, were relating at 
the Dominion their hard experiences. 
This party consisted of men who, coin- 
ing in twos and threes from the Liturd, 
McDlime, I tease ertvic, Mud lake and 
other points in the contiguous territory, 
united in one company on the Casca's 
first down trip of the season. 

Bach of these has some particular ease 
uf death or dire distress to report as 
having come under his personal observa- 
tion—the stories merge, however, into a 
common record of failure, sickness and 
death. 

Due party of twelve headed by L. M. 
Mutton aud Jack Payne, of Vancouver, 
and including three men named Dunn, 
Taylor and Leightou, with seven com- 
panions, all from this province or the 
neighboring states of Washington or 
Montana, aire known to have perished iu 
the mountains. Another party of about 
equal size had started about mid-Decem- 
ber from a point about 20 miles above 
Liard river, and 2011 miles west of the 
Mackenzie, their objective point being 
Upper Liard post. 

Indian guides could only be induced to 
accompany the expedition by promise of 
double pay, and then only with extreme 
'reluctance, as the route led through the 
little known Hay mountains. This ad- 
vance party got through in 'M days to 
Colo river, three miles from Lower 
Liard post, and .100 miles from the 
destination aimed at. 

[u the meanwhile the Lint ton -Pay no 
expedition had endeavored to follow 
without Indians. Tuey kept the trail 
until Hay mountain divide was readied, 
and heavy snowfalls obliterated the 
beaten way. Then they foundered help- 
less in the desolate mountains, and it is 
admitted must have perished to a man. 
The Indians sent back by the first expe- 
dition returned with expressive shakings 
of the heads and the verdict: " No more 
alive." 

Bud Cole and his partner Harris, of 
Pelican llapids, Minn-, according to Mr. 
Autenbring, of Winnipeg, who is of the 
Dominion guests, are the heralds of 
another tragedy of the closing days of 
last, year, the scene of which was Windy 
Ann, an titliuent of the Liard. Cole and 
.lolt it Sayers were making a moose-hunt- 
ing side trip to the Grand Canyon, to re- 
stock their party's larder, when they 
found in a wooded ravine a weather- 
beaten prospentor's tent. Pulling back 
the llais they discovered its tenant to be 
a dead man, frozen stark and stiff, out- 
stretched between the stove and a rough 
box that, had been used as a seat. The 
body had here lain for months, preserved 
by the intense cold. At the side of the 
corpse wan a little diary, the last entry 
in which had been made iu January of 
LS08. as follows: 

" My hands and feet are frozen, and 1 
do not think I can stand the suffering 
much longer. 1 am helpless, and my 
ehuni Graham, with whom 1 have had 
words, talks of leaving me." 

The diary itself shows the dead man's 
name to have been P. McXeely, appar- 
ently from Sltult Ste. Marie, Mich. 
There were ample supplies of provisions 
in the tent, with some money, and the 
explanation of the tragedy seems to be 
that, deserted by his chum and helpless, 
.McXeely was unable to secure firewood, 
and so froze to death. Graham is 
known to have succeeded in getting 
through to good gold ground, where he 
is doing well; the story of his deser- 
tion of his partner has spread like wild- 
fire, however, and his violation of the 
unwritten gold land law of comradeship 
will bring its own swift punishment. 

Near Mud lake a deserted cabin was 
found by a party of miners, headed by 
Sandy Morris, this being only about four 
months ago. A lifeless body lay on the 
lloor, and a glance at it and about the 
place was sullicient to read the explana- 
l ion — " starvation." 

A note- pencilled in German was 
picked up on the lloor. and forwarded to 
the nearest government agent. The sig- 
nature of ibis was incomplete, the first 
pari of die name reading " Wnlly Zo — ."

Sir James Poole Gives Some 
Advice Respecting Harbor 
Improvement. 



Liverpool Harbor Managed 
[Vlen Who Contribute to 
the Revenue.

Sir .James Poole's experience as a 
shipping man and a member of the 
harbor board of Liverpool led the Colo- 
nist to think that his opinions upon the 
improvements proposed at this port 
would be of value, and the matter was 
mentioned to him. Me replied that he 
would not undertake to express off-band 
an opinion upon any work of the kind, 
but there was one general rule that 
ought to be observed, namely that, be- 
fore any large amount of money was 
spout in permanent improvements, core 
ought to be taken to study out not only 
the present requirements of shipping, in 
view of their size, the methods of 
handling them and of loading and un- 
loading cargo, but of the probable im- 
provements in the future. Mistakes 
made in this sort of work can usually 
only be corrected by pulling down the 
whole structure. In Liverpool they 
endeavor to so shape their improve- 
ments tis to anticipate changes in the 
respects mentioned. For example, they 
have lately opened a graving dock 1,000 
feet long and 90 feet wide at the en- 
trance. It is all ready for the new 
White Star steamer, which is about 780 
feet long. 

In reply to a question as to the front- 
age which a retaining wall around a 
harbor ought to present to the wttter, 
Sir James said that in Liverpool they 
liked to have them all perpendicular, and 
that their dredges worked close to the 
wall, so as to give deep water close in 
An inclined wall was dangerous because 
the bilges- of vessels would catch upon 
them and damage was almost certain 
to result. 

Speaking of the managemeut of Liver- 
pool harbor. Sir James said that it is 
vested iu a board of 2-t gentlemen elect 
ed by the persons who contribute to the 
revenue of the port, and is wholly dis- 
tinct from the municipal government of 
the city. The members of the board nr 
all men of great experience in shipping 
and the handling of merchandise 
large quantities. The board is divided 
into committees, and the committees 
meet once a week, the whole board also 
meeting every week. As each member 
is on some three or more committee! 
a rule, he must give up a part of four 
days each week to harbor business. Th 
sessions usually take from an hour to 
two hours, but on rare occasions they 
will last longer. The services of the 
members of the board are gratuitous. In 
this connection Sir James took occasion 
to speak very strongly in regard to tin 
practice of paying members of hoards 
of a public character, including munici- 
pal councils. He is a strong advocate 
of unpaid members, and as he was for 
12 years a member of the municipal 
council of Liverpool, one year a mayor, 
and for several years a member of the 
harbor board, it must lie admitted that 
he has shown his faith in his opinion, 
and speaks from a ripe experience. 

The excellent facilities for handling 
traffic at Liverpool form a favorite topic 
with Sir James. He pointed out that a 
passenger arriving at Liverpool, and not 
intending to remain there, now steps 
almost directly from his steamship to 
the train and goes off to any part of the 
country at once. There tire no vexa- 
tious delays. It is the study of those iu 
charge of the port to expedite the trans- 
fer of passengers, so that they will hot 
be delayed in the city. The gain to the 
port is from the ships themselves, the 
supplying of which is a business of 
enormous magnitude. 

Cur distinguished visitor was much 
impressed with what of British Columbia 
he has been able to see, and regretted 
that his engagements at home prevent 
him from remaining long enough to visit 
the Northern country. He thinks the 
province is destined to enjoy a prosper- 
ous future, and says that if a young 
man he would like to select it as his 
home. As he cannot: do this, he will not 
fail to recommend it to young men, for 
he is sure there is a -wonderful future 
before this Coast. 

Sir James Poole is descended from one 
of the oldest and most famous of the 
families which have made the name of 
Liverpool illustrious the world over for 
commerce. He is now in his 7;5rd year, 
but a fine specimen of vigorous man- 
hood. He is retiring from active busi- 
ness, disposing of his ships whenever he 
finds a buyer. He was mayor of Liver- 
pool in the Jubilee year. 1887, and was 
then knighted. His present trip is 
chiefly for pleasure, although he had 
some business in Hongkong. He is 
going around the world for the first 
lime, although he has visited Asia be- 
fore. He came by way of Suez, leaving 
Liverpool during the last week- in Feb- 
ruary, lie is due at borne during the 
lasl week in the present month. lie 
has had a delightful trip, having enjoyed 
every hour since be left Marseilles, when 
the trip proper began. Sir James is un- 
married, and he jokingly said that hav- 
ing no immediate family of his own was 
perhaps a reason why he was always 
on tin' lookout wherever he was to find 
agreeable people, and he added that he 
always met them.
